Confeſſion of Faith,; and that the recommenders of ſuch 
books and pamphlets, or the errors therein contained, 
whether by word, writ, or print, be called before the 
ſaid Commiſſion, to. anſwer for the ſame, And further, 
the ſaid Commiſſion: is hereby empowered to receive 
any references and appeals that ſhall be made to them 
from Synods, in matters of doctrine, and ripen ſuch at- 
fairs for the next General Aſſembly z and to contribute 
what they can to the ſuppreſſing of vice and immorali- 
ty, and give all needful advice and aſſiſtance to Synods 
ard Preſbyteries, upon application to them for that 
end: Likewiſe to take care that the impreſſions of the 
Holy Scriptures, the Confeſſion of Faith, and | Catechiſms, 
and ſuch books as are authorized by this Church, rela- 
ting to the doctrine, worſhip, diſcipline and government 

I e thereof, 
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thereof, be correct; and give directions about printing 


the lame. And the Commiſſioners are appointed and em. 


powered to keep a correſpondence with the Committee 
for reformation of the Highlands and Iflands, for ſup- 


preſſing Popery and ſuperſtition, and for promoting the 


knowledge ef true religion, and carrying on a refor- 
mation in theſe parts, and give aſſiſtance and concur- 
rence therein; and, if need be, to apply to the Govern- 
ment for a proper remedy and ſpeedy redreſs. And the 
ſaid Commiſſioners are hereby ſtrictly prohibited and 


diſcharged to meddle in any other matters than what 


are committed and referred to them, as above mention- 
ed: And, m all their actings, they are to proceed ac- 
cording to the acts and conſtitution of this Church, and 
to do nothing contrary thereto, or to the prejudice of 
the ſame ; declaring, that, in and for all their actings, 


they ſhall be accountable to, and cenſurable by the 


next General Aſſembly, as they ſhall ſee cauſe. And 
the General Aſſembly appoints the ſaid Commiſſioners 
particularly to obſerve the acts of the General Aſlem- 
blies One thouſand ſeven hundred and twelve, and One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and nineteen, reſpecting the ap- 
plication of the public money; which two acts are print- 


ed among the acts of Aſſembly One thouſand ſeven hun- 
dred and fixty-one. And this Commiſſion is to conti- 
nue and endure until another Commiſſion be appointed ; 


and members are required to attend the diets of the 
ſaid Commiſſion; and abſents therefrom are ordered to 
be noticed, according to the .17th act of the General

and ſix. And for the better ſecuring of a quorum, and

And the General Aſſembly appoint their Commiſſion, 
at their firſt meeting, to diſcuſs as many of the cauſes 


and queſtions relative to the ſettlement of vacant church- 
es, which are or ſhall be referred to them by the Aſſem-

To BE A COMMITTEE of this Aſſembly, for the reforma. 


tion of the Highlands and Iſlands of Scotland, for pro- 


moting the 8 of true religion, ſuppreſling 
Popery and profaneneſs, and for managing the Royal 
Bounty for theſe ends, according to, and in terms of 
his Majeſty's grant to this Aſſemly. In proſecution of 
which purpoſes, the Committee are to appoint Preach- 
ers and Catechiſts, to go to ſuch places as they ſhall 


find, upon due information, to be the moſt proper, ac- 


cording to his Majeſty's deſign, expreſſed in His war- 
rant; and, in ſo doing, that they have particular regard 
to ſuch pariſhes in South Uiſt, Small Ifles, Glenco, 


Harris, the countries of Moidart, Glengary, and Loch- 


aber, and the other pariſhes of the Synods of Glenelg 
and Argyle, which the Committee ſhall find, by reaſon 
of the vaſt extent, by the prevalency of Popery and 
ignorance, and other unhappy circumſtances, to be in 

the greateſt diſtreſs: And they ſhall take care, that the 
perſons they employ be certified and found, upon due 
trial, to be properly qualified for theſe reſpective offi- 
ces, of good abilities for the ſame, of a pious life and 
converſation; prudent, of undoubted loyalty to his Ma- 
jeſty, and of competent {kill in the principles of Divi- 


_ nity, and particularly in Popiſh controverſies; Such 
Preachers and Catechiſts being hereby appointed to be 


ſubject to, and under the inſpection of the Preſbyteries 
of the bounds to which they are ſent, who are to take 
care that the orders of the Committee be duly obſerved 


by them. And the Preachers are alſo appointed to ca- 


techiſe, and both they and the Catechiſts to inſt ruct the 
people from houſe to houſe, and to viſit the ſick; and 
in all their labour among the people, to be careful to 
teach them the principles and duties of the true Chri- 
ſtian Proteſtant religion, and the obligations they are 
under to duty and loyalty to our Sovereign King George, 
and obedience to the laws: And the Committee are 
empowered to give them ſuch inſtructions, as to theit 
work and behaviour, as they ſhall judge meet; which 
inſtructions the Preachers and Catechiſts are hereby 
ordered to obey.

falaries, and ſtations, of the ſeveral Miſſionaries, and to 
have an exact regard thereto, in all the letters they ſhall 

write about the ſaid Miſſionaries, and in giving of cer- 
tificates to them; and to direct all their letters, con- 
cerning Miſſionaries in their bounds, only to the Mode- 
rator of the Committee; which letters ſhall be ſigned,

II. The General Aſſembly do likewiſe hereby ordain 
That all Students who have been inrolled by Profeſſors 
of Divinity, in the manner preſcribed by this act, ſhall 
continue to proſecute the ſtudy of Divinity for the term 


of ſix Seſſions: Provided always, That if any Student 


hath given regular attendance in the Divinity Hall du- 
ring three Seſſions, his Courſe ſhall be conſidered as 
completed in four Seſſions; and that if he hath given 
regular attendance in the Hall during two Seſſions, his 
Courſe ſhall be conſidered as completed in five Seſſions.
